» IT IS WITH DEEP REGRET THAT I REPORT TO THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE 
DEATH OF PAST-PRESIDENT CONSTANCE B. PERHAM ON JAN. 28, 2001. 


CONNIE, AS SHE WAS BEST KNOWN, WILL ALWAYS BE ASSOCIATED WITH THE 
New ALMADEN AREA AND THE MERCURY MINES THAT MADE IT FAMOUS. HER 
PARENTS, JAMES AND ADELAIDE HEALY, PURCHASED IN 1926, THE HISTORIC 
New ALMADEN ADOBE HOME AND ADJACENT GROUNDS IN WHICH SHE LIVED. HER 
PRIMARY CONCERN IN LIFE, ASIDE FROM HER FAMILY, WAS THE PRESERVA- 
TION OF THE HISTORY OF THE MINING ACTIVITY IN THIS AREA. THIS 

STUDY WAS CULMINATED IN THE OPENING OF THE NEW ALMADEN MUSEUM IN 
1949 IN A BUILDING BEHIND HER HOME. 


SHE FIRST BEGAN ATTENDING COIN CLUB FUNCTIONS IN THE EARLY 1950s 
AND JOINED SAN JOSE CoIN CLUB IN SEPTEMBER 1953. HER HUSBAND, 
DOUGLAS PERHAM, WAS PRESIDENT OF THE CLUB THAT YEAR. UNFORTUNATELY, 
FLOOD DAMAGE TO THE FAMILY HOME IN NEW ALMADEN TOOK THEIR TOLL ON 
THE PERHAMS. MUCH OF THE COIN COLLECTION HAD TO BE SOLD, AND 

THEY STOPPED ATTENDING THE CLUB MEETINGS. DOUG NEVER CAME BACK. 


CONNIE PERHAM RETURNED TO CLUB FUNCTIONS, REJOINING IN May 1967 
AFTER THE DEATH OF HER HUSBAND. CONNIE WAS ELECTED RECORDING 
SECRETARY IN DECEMBER 1969, A POST SHE HELD FOR THREE YEARS. IN 
DECEMBER 1973, SHE WAS ELECTED VICE-PRESIDENT. DURING THIS TIME, 
CONNIE ASSISTED IN THE CLUB ACTIVITIES, INCLUDING THE COIN SHOWS, 
AND GAVE OCCASIONAL TALKS AS MONTHLY SPEAKER ON THE SUBJECT OF 

Ke THE MINING ACTIVITIES AND TOKENS OF THE NEW ALMADEN MERCURY MINES. 


DURING THIS SAME PERIOD, CONNIE WAS INTENSELY ACTIVE IN THE 
NORTHERN CALIFORNIA NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION (NCNA), ASSISTING IN 
PUBLICITY IN 1970 AND AS PUBLICITY CHAIRMAN IN 1971-73. CONNIE 
PASSED THROUGH THE VICE-PRESIDENTIAL RANKS OF THAT ORGANIZATION, 
AND BECAME PRESIDENT IN 1974 FOLLOWING THE DEATH OF ROY HILL. 
DURING HER TERM OF OFFICE, SHE WAS HEAVILY INVOLVED IN THE ISSUE 
OF THE SECOND NCNA CLUB MEDAL AND IN THE DUAL BICENTENNIAL THEME 
FOR THE UNITED STATES AND FOR SAN FRANCISCO. COLLECTORS oF NCNA 
MEMORABILIA CAN THANK HER FOR THE BICENTENNIAL BADGES ISSUED AT 
THIS TIME. FOLLOWING HER TERM OF OFFICE, SHE WAS DEEPLY INVOLVED 
IN THE EFFORTS REQUIRED TO ESTABLISH NCNA AS AN EXEMPT ORGANIZATION 
BY THE INTERNAL REVENUE SERVICE AND THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA. 


AFTER SERVING ON THE COMMITTEE TO OVERHAUL SAN JOSE COIN CLUB’S BY- 
LAWS IN 1974, CONNIE WAS ELECTED PRESIDENT IN DECEMBER OF THAT 
YEAR. SHE TOOK OFFICE DURING A VERY TURBULENT TIME, DURING WHICH 
THE HYATT HOUSE REFUSED THE COIN SHOW, NECESSITATING ITS MOVE TO 
THE LE BARON. DURING HER TERM AS PRESIDENT, CONNIE ACTIVELY WOVE 
THE U.S. AND SAN JOSE BICENTENNIAL THEMES INTO THE CLUB COIN 
SHOWS, CREATING A SPECIAL DISPLAY CATEGORY FOR BICENTENNIAL 
EXHIBITS. SHORTLY AFTER HER TERM AS PRESIDENT, HAVING REACHED 
THE AGE OF SEVENTY YEARS, CONNIE RETIRED FROM ACTIVE SERVICE ON 
THE BOARD, IN HER OWN WORDS "LEAVING THE CLUB'S LEADERSHIP IN THE 
i HANDS OF YOUNGER PEOPLE." 


CONTINUING HER LONG TIME FRIENDSHIP WITH LILLIAN HOOKER, CONNIE 

REMAINED ACTIVE IN NORTHERN CALIFORNIA NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION @ 
THROUGH 1990, AN ORGANIZATION IN WHICH YOUNGER PEOPLE WERE IN 

VERY MUCH SHORTER SUPPLY. DURING THIS TIME, SHE SERVED AS 

SECURITY CHAIRMAN (1985-87) AND AS VICE PRESIDENT (1986-87) SHE 

LEFT WHEN AT THE AGE OF 83, TRAVEL BECAME A SIGNIFICANT PROBLEM. 


CONNIE CONTINUED TO BE ACTIVE AT THE SAN JOSE COIN SHOWS, MIXING 
A FRIENDLY GREETING WITH A WATCHFUL EYE OVER THE EXHIBITS. SHE 
ATTENDED CLUB MEETINGS AND BANQUETS ON A REGULAR BASIS, SUBJECT 
ONLY TO THE AVAILABILITY OF A RIDE, UNTIL HER HEALTH FAILED. 


CONNIE WAS ELECTED TO THE SAN JOSE COIN CLusp HALL OF FAME IN 1995. 


SHE IS SURVIVED BY THREE SONS AND SEVEN GRANDCHILDREN, INCLUDING 
San Jose Corn CLUB LIFE MEMBERS KAREN ANGEL AND LAURA BYRNE, AND 
GREAT GRANDCHILDREN INCLUDING LIFE MEMBER CHRISTOPHER KAMBISH.

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION PAST-PRESIDENT WENDELL 
J. HOOKER FROM A MASSIVE HEART ATACK IN SUTTER CREEK CA ON 


DECEMBER 27, 2000. 


WENDELL, YOUNGER BROTHER OF DENIS HOOKER, WAS BORN IN OMAHA, 
NEBRASKA ON JANUARY 4, 1926. HAVING MOVED TO CALIFORNIA TO SEEK 
HIS FORTUNE, HE OPENED THE HAYWARD COIN SHOP IN 1953, MAKING HIS 
LIVING AS A FULL TIME COIN DEALER. HE WAS A CO-FOUNDER OF THE 
HAYWARD AREA COIN CLUB AND WAS ACTIVE IN THE CLUB DURING ALL OF 
THE TIME THAT IT OPERATED. HE JOINED THE SAN JOSE COIN CLUB IN 
1958, AS DID HIS WIFE, BETTY (DECEASED) IN NovemBer 1960. 


AS A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE HAYWARD AREA CoIN CLUB, WENDELL ATTEN- 
DED THE "KICKOFF" MEETING OF NORTHERN CALIFORNIA NUMISMATIC 
ASSOCIATION IN SAN JOSE IN JUNE 1961, JOINING THAT ORGANIZATION 
AS A CHARTER MEMBER UPON ITS FOUNDING ON AuGusTt 7, 1961. HE
